Tlie Cry of tlie Populace Hovvlinj? 


Tliroiigrh Madrid. 


Bjr Cable to THB SBNTiiraXi. 


MADKID, Sept. 5.—A sensation was 
caused here this morning on the receipt 
of important news from the Caroline 
Islauds. 
Spanish war ships reached 
Yap, one of the islands, on the 2l8t ult., 
and prepared to occupy it in the name 
of Spain. 
The Spanish officers were 
dilatory in lauding troops and on the 
24th of the same month the German 
giin boat arrived. Although it was seven 
in the evening the German commander 
instantly landed a body of marines and 
sailors awl hoisted the German flag over 
the island. 
The Spanish officials made 
an energetic protest against the action 
of the German commander and on the 
latter's refusal to recede from the po- 
sition he had taken, he telegraphed to 
Madrid for instructions. 
A conflict be- 
tween the Germans and Si>aniards at 
Yap is feared. 


On receipt of the above news minis- 
ters were immediately summoned to a 
a cabinet counsel and King Alfonso was 
advised of the strained situation and His 
Majesty telegraphs he will arrive at 
Madrid to-morrow. 


"DOWN WITH GERMANY." 


MADKID, Sept. 5.—At noon the excite- 
over the German occupation of Yap is 
intense and the populace are wild with 
rage. 
A large crowd gathered in front 
of the German embassy, attacked the 
building and tore down the coat of arms 
and dragged it through the streets to 
the Puerta Del Sol, where they burned 
it in front of the offices of the minister 
of the interior, amid yells of, "Down 
with Germany." After venting their 
spleen there, the mob then proceed- 
ed to 
the 
French 
embassy 
and 
cheered frantically. 
The crowd had by 
this time grown to considerable propor- 
tions, and fears being entertained of a 
serious riot, the troops were ordered out 
to clear the street«. 
The crowd slowly 
retired Ijefore the military, but a riot is 
feared any moment. 
The situation is 
very grave. 
The council of ministers 
have adopted a jjroposition to court mar- 
tial the governor of Yap and the com- 
manders of the two Spanish war ships, 
which 
arrived 
there 
on 
the 
21st 
ult., 
for 
neglect 
of 
duty.

garrisoning the island with Spanish sol- 
diers on their arrival and the former in 
not hoisting the Spanish flag and pro- 
claiming the suezerainty of Spain over 
the island.

KING ALFONSO BETUKNH. 


MADRID, Sept. 5.—Count Salms Son- 
newalde, the German ambassador, has 
returned to tlie legation from LaGranjor. 
He was escorted by a strong military 
guard. 
King Alfonso has also returned 
to the city and is now presiding at a cab- 
inet council. 
Everything is orderly 
throughout the city, although the most 
intense excitement prevails. 


An important meeting of the liberals 
was held to-day at the residence of Senor 
Sagastre.

Constitutionality of the Civil Ser- 
vice Law to B e Tested. 


By Telegraph to THE SENTINEU 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—A suit has been 
brought in the United States Circuit 
Court to test the constitutionality of 
the civil service law. In the petition of 
John A. Kin ley, a quo warranto order 
was granted by Judge Wallace, return- 
able the 25th mst., requiring Dormán 
B. Eaton, the other Civil Service Com- 
missioner, to show cause, before the 
court, why defendants exercised uncon- 
stitutional powers. 
The petition sets 
forth in the complaint the acts and 
duties of the Commissioners under the 
civil service act, and urges that defend- 
ants, under color of ¡¡the act, are limit- 
ing the powers of, and directing the 
President's duties, and the responsibili- 
ties vested in him by the Constitution, 
limiting his pover and choice of nom- 
inations to persons presented to him 
by defendants and prohibiting said 
President from appointing any other 
citizens or persons to oflice, and so 
compelling the President to submit the 
qualifications and fitness of nomina- 
tions of persons for public service to 
them, instead of to the Senate of the 
United States, 
after nomination, as 
required by the Constitution. 
It is 
urged in the petition that the President 
cannot 
exercise 
his 
constitutional 
power to appoint in his discretion, if 
the defendants, under color of the civil 
service act, supervise the conduct of 
officers of the government, as men- 
tioned in sections 11 to 15 of the act, 
usurping and exercising powers and 
duties which cannot legally be dele- 
gated to or vested in them as citizens 
of the United States. 
The complain- 
anl then asks for a writ compelling the 
Commissioners to answer by 
what 
right they exercise or claim to exercise 
the right, or power, or duties, acts or 
things set forth, and that a rule be 
made that this information be filed, and 
that the defendants aforesaid show 
cause why aforesftid information should 
BOtb« filed.

The Old Bell Rope to Go on the 
Fort Wayne Railroads. 


The Pennsylvania railroad company, 
operating the Pittsburg, Grand Rapids 
and Richmond roads, has decided to do 
do away with the signal igong iu loco- 
motive cabs and to substitute therefor a 
whistle. Under each car a rubber air 
tube will be fastened similar to the one 
operating the air brak^, which will form 
a continuous tube from the rear car to 
the cab.
